Our readers may remember that some time ago Private Cowan, 
a white-skinned soldier, charged with having murdered a native servant, was 
acquitted by the Alluhabad High Court. And a few days ago, the Bombay 
High Court passed the sentence of death on one Mangal Singh charged with 
having murdered a prostitute. The incidents of the two cases are almost alike. 
Mangal Singh was employed as a store-keeper. His master ordered him. 
to go to Calcutta, and he ‘wanted the prostitute to accompany him there. ‘The 
woman refused, thereupon he drank wine in sorrow and murdered her with 
a stone used for grinding spices. Immediately after committing the crime 
he went to the police-station, confessed and said that he had done the deed 
while he was — 2 the influence of wine and devoid of all e At that 
time there were marks of blood on the cloth he wore and his mouth smelled 
of liquor. The special jury in the Bombay High Court Sessions found him 
guilty and he was sentenced to hanging. In the Lucknow case, Cowan: 
murdered a native servaut with a tent-pole and confessed to having. done so 
to a. military sergeant. During the hearing of the case counsel for the 
accused urged that Cowan had made the admission under the influence of wine 
and for bravado. The jury believed this explanation and found the accused 
not guilty, whereupon the court acquitted him. In none of these two cases 
was any direct evidence forthcoming, and both the accused persons had admit- 
ted being guilty under the influence of wine. But how different have been 
the results of the two cases! In the Bombay case the murdered prostitute 
had incurred the displeasure of Mangal Singh by refusing to de to bis 
proposal, but in the Lucknow case there was no such provocation. The law- 
court, however, has acquitted Cowan and sent Mangal Singh to the gallows. 
We beg to draw the attention of the Government to these cases of unequal 
dispensation of justice by law-courts.~ — :

Officials are now and then heard to speak of water-scarcity, which is 
responsible for the generation and spread of malaria in the country. But how 
many of them dive deep into the matter ? Many commissions have sat for 
discussing the subject of malaria, but in which of them has the question of water- 
supply been thoroughly sifted ? Many people say that the obstruction caused 
to water-courses by railroads is the main cause of the aggravation of malaria. 
No enquiry has yet been made as to how far this complaint is true. The 
authorities refrain even from making mention of the point in their deli- 
berations. . 

We think the steps that the Government of Bombay intends to take 
will be ineffectual. So far at least as Bengal is concerned, we can say that

e rcs mae mans in the Legislative Councils has created in 
their hearts a desire to have special treatment, advantageous to them, in every 
matter. They now want special representation not only on District and 
Municipal Boards but also in the Universities. A new and intricate problem, 
fraught with great danger and difficulty, has thus been created in the Indian 
society. Communities other than the Mussalman community have also formed 
a desire to get special representation. It is only the continuance of unrest in 
thecountry which is preverting them all from urging the matter upon the notice 
of Government. Hopes realised serve only to raise others in the mind. In the 
Mussalman community itself the Shias of Lucknow have begun an agitation 
for special representation apart from the Sunnis. Tbey say that special 
representation is bad in principle, but since it has been granted to the Mussalman 
community, the Sbias ought to have a special share in it in order to save 
themselves from oppression by the Sunnis. So say the Shias of Oudh and we 
think that all Shias in India will take up the cry. The quarrel between Shias 
and Sunnis in India is asvold as that between Hindus and Mussalmans, and at 
one time used to assume serious proportions in Oudh. British rule and the 
Hindu's love of peace have led to the establishment of peace between the 
Hindu and the Mussalman. But the ill-feeling between Shias and Sunnis 
continues. Tbe fire smoulders, even if it cannot break out into a flame. 
Everyone is glad that the grant of special representaiion to Mussalmans 
in the Legislative Councils has not caused any breach of the peace; the 
Hindus have borne it with patience. But they may not be able to 
restrain their feelings if the Mussalmans get special representation on 
District and Municipal Boards also, There are restless minds bent 
on worldly prosperity even amongst Hindus, Grant of advantage after 
advantage to Mussalmans may irritate them. The prospect of a friction 
between Shias and Sunnis is, however, more serious than that between 
Hindus and Mussalmans; for Hindus are naturally of a more peaceful 
disposition than Mussalmans. The inevitable evils of special representa- 
tion were pointed out to the authorities at the time of their granting 
it to Mussalmans. But then they were actuated merely by a desire to 
please the Mussalmans at any cost. The favour shown. to Mussalmans 
satisfied the Hindus also; for they thought that the Mussalmans would 
thenceforward work shoulder to shoulder with them. In this, how- 
ever, they have been disappointed. The Mussalmans are bent on making 
fresh conquests. This has made the Hindus uneasy. Over and above

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that British Indians enjoy many political rights which subjects of other ga- 
called free Governments often do not. Few nations enjoy the individnal 
liberty we Indians do under British rule. So there is nothing surprising that 
we should be heartily attached to that rule. , 


There are other points in favour of British rule. The methods of 
taxation adopted are beyond all praise and all the Indian revenues are spent 
on Indian needs. Taxation proper in India is largely supplemented by the 

roceeds of commercial services like railways, irrigation works, post-offices 
and telegraphs, etc. Thus the public revenues are augmented, tata” heal 
people are not burdened with a heavy load of taxation. | 


Of course there is the Salt duty to which many people object, but its 
incidence is so low that. many people are not aware of its existence even. 
There are also the Income-tax and the Provincial rates, but they touch only 
a few and their proceeds, too, are small. In any case, had not, Government 
resorted to these modes of taxation to augment its income, the country would 
not have made the progress it has. The high education which has brought 
forth a J. C. Bose would not have been possible otherwise. Even those 
carping critics of British rule who create discontent among the masses cannot 
deny but that British rule has conferred these benefits on their fellow- 
countrymen.

For nowhere, and least of all in India, can the police, without a deal of 
preliminary groping in the dark, pounce all at once on the real conspirators, 
Such groping in the dark implies the occasional arrest of innocent men along 
with guilty ones. This is inevitable. Those who blame Government or the 
police for this are most unpractical men. Suppose a theft occurs in a house. 
The police visit the village to detect the criminal. They must perforce 
search many houses and arrest many persons on suspicion before they can
